Tne Sanitary Condition of tlio CHy. 


Pending tho passage ot tlie "bog ordi- 


nance" by the common council last oven- 
ing, a voryinterestingdiscussionwasiiad 
relating to tho sanitary condition of the 
city, which was represented to be in a 
worse condition than ever before known, 
and which in view of tho rapid spread o* 
the cholera, should it appear in America 
this season, calls for some von" decisive 
measures on tho part oE our people and 
the city authorities. In tho course of 
his remarks to the council last night, Dr. 
0. P. Eobinson, the health officer, stated 
that as the health ollicer ot the city, it 
was his duty to look after nuisances. 
Tho "heated term" was upon us; there 
were many nuiaaucea in tho city which 
should be abated at once, and called es- 
pecial attention to the numerous hog 
pens in tho city wbero from one to 
twenty-live hogs wore kept in a seath- 
iugmafisof filth. The task of keeping 
the puns clean was groat; tho health of 
tho community was ot more importance 
than the health of the hog. He stated 
that tho health ot tho people at this t'.mo 
was good, but tho sanitary condition ot 
the city was iiovcr m a worse condition.

said the officer had reported only 0110 
cose, that of Peter Myers, while he (Mo 
Lean) knew ot dozens of cases that be 
might toll the health officer. He thought 
tho ordinance too [severe, aud would be 
doing a groat wrong to poor people, who 
depended upon raising a tow hogs to 
make a living. 


Aid. Potter said that Aid. MoLoan was 


a member ot tho board of health, aud if 
he (McLean) had known of these cases it 
was his duty to report them to tho health 
officer. He agreed with the latter thai 
the health o[ the community was of 
more importance than that of hogs. 


Aid. McLean— I did report several 


cases at tho meeting on Saturday night.

only objection to it, Tho ordinance, wo 
believe to bo u good ono.
